Thirty days are allowed any inter­ 
ested parties the chance to appeal 
against the decision of the state pub­ 
lic service commission and as those 
30 days are up and no appeal has 
been filed the project can go forward 
without delay. 
This viaduct which w’as approved 
by the public service commission last 
month lies between Wampum and 
Chewton and crosses the P. and L 
E. and B. and O. railroads and the 
Beaver river, thus eliminating two 
dangerous crossings and furnishes a 
good span over the river. 
By the action of the commission 
Lawrence county is to build the im ­ 
provement and furnish the material, 
while the two railroads, the state 
highways department and the Bor­ 
ough of Wampum and township are 
to reimburse the county according to 
an allotment made by the commis­ 
sion. 
C. H. Milholland, county engineer, 
says that he will be able to proceed 
with the making of detail plans for 
the viaduct now and then afterwards 
the plans must be approved by the art 
commission, the U. 8 . war department 
and waterways commission Their ap­ 
proval having been obtained, bids will 
be asked for and contract let for the 
actual construction of the improve­ 
ment.

22—Discoveries 
which may revolutionize modern med­ 
icine were announced by 
Sir John 
J&gadis Bose, the eminent scientist, 
during the course of & lecture here. 
Sir Jagadis declared that his recent 
finding that plant life and animal life 
are identical had led him to the dis­ 
covery in plants of an enormous num­ 
ber of medicines which 
had 
never 
been suspected. 
Prophesying that plants would in 
the future supersede vivisection. Sir 
Jagadis revealed that he had invented 
a new apparatus, more powerful than 
the most powerful microscope, which 
recorded side by side the action of 
drugs on the tissue of plants and ani­ 
mals, and showed that they both act­ 
ed in exactly the same manner.

(International News Service) 
HAMILTON, N. Y„ July 22.—The 
boss telling jokes and talking within 
earshot of the office stenographer, 
slow’s her up so that she doesn’t get 
half her work done, according to Dr. 
Donald A. Laird, director of the psy­ 
chological laboratory at Colgate uni­ 
versity here. 
Stenographers are feminine, even 
if they are stenographers, and are 
prone to listen, even though unwill­ 
ingly and this prevents them from 
doing efficient work, says Dr. Laird, 
who h^s been doing considerable work 
in experimenting on the effect of 
noise about the office. 
His views were recently expressed 
before the National Association of o f ­ 
fice Managers. 
Dr. Laird says this: 
“Don’t tell Jokes or hold interest­ 
ing conversations in the office. 
The 
noise 
decreases 
the 
stenographer’s 
efficiency. 
Offices should be located 
high enough to avoid the sound of 
auto 
sirens 
reaching 
the 
billing 
clerk’s ears. These sounds reduce his 
efficiency. 
“When quiet reigns in an office ail 
the workers can do at least five per 
cent more work than when it is noisy 
we found,0 Dr. Laird said. “Noise in 
an office makes an Individual burn 
energy at a rate as high as 25 per 
cent greater than under quiet condi­ 
tions. 
“Noise 
is 
no 
great respector of 
sexes. 
Women suffer from it equally 
with the men. 
We were surprised at 
that. 
The sound of interesting con­ 
versation, 
we 
found, cuts into a 
working individual’s output. 
If you 
must tell stories, tell them outside the 
office. 
“Auto siren noises are the worst de­ 
tractions in an office. Unusual noises 
not anticipated, come next, while the 


intense hum of a group of office 
workers is very detrimental. 
“The bigger skill a person has, the 
more detrim ental effect noise has up­ 
on him. 
"Noise increases the tension of all 
muscles of the body, and it is this 
increased tension which causes fa­ 
tigue so quickly. 
We are in an age 
of increasing noise, for every year 
machines are made which add to the 
total of noise.’’ 
Dr. Laird's conclusion is as inter­ 
esting as it is unique. 
“To escape this onslaught which 
the hum an ear, accustomed to quiet 
for thousands of centuries, is unable 
to cope with, we should turn the fu­ 
ture years into an age of noise ab­ 
sorption. 
T hat is one of the solu­ 
tions—absorption by wall covering. 
We must strike to kill noise.”

Joys Of European Trip With

Nevada City 


Marital Misfits Undone With 
Little Discomfort By 
Seine Tribunal

NEW YORK. July 22 - Reno is los­ 
ing its prestige as the divorce mecca 
of wealthy and 
socially 
prominent 
Americans The lure of Paris and the 
Seine tribunal where marital misfits 
are undone with a minimum of in­ 
convenience and discomfort are mak­ 
ing serious inroads into the here­ 
tofore prosperous industry of the Ne­ 
vada metropolis. 
First, there is the trip itself. Who 
would prefer the 
pleasure 
of an 
ocean voyage on a comfortable and 
«ommodious 
trana-Atlantic 
liner 
equipped with every luxury, landing 
one at Havre or Cherbourg with a 
short boat-train 
trip 
to Pans, all 
within a week, to five days across the 
American continent aboard a cramped 
and stuffy train to Reno? 
A Short Wait 
And then the wait of a few' months 
to establish a residence and get a sep­ 


aration decree. How much pleasanter 
t hat time can be spent in Paris with its 
operas, revues, cabarets, night clubs, 
dance palaces and what not than in 
Reno with 
its scant 
12.000 popu­ 
lation and virtually nothing 
to do 
but wait there on the fringe of a 
desert and mountain waste. 
The answer is clear. Paris wins. 
And to prove it the United States 
census bureau which delves into all 
linds of statistics is just out with 
figures showing how Reno’s divorce 
industry is on the decline. 
In 1925 the courts in the state of 
Nevada granted a total of 1,082 di­ 
vorces of which 798 were awarded 
at Reno 
In 1926 the state's 
total 
had slumped to 1,091 with Reno’s quo­ 
ta down to 756 a loss for the state of 
61 and for Reno of 42 in the year. 
Reno Loses Ground. 
It may be a bit surprising to dis­ 
cover that as Reno is losing ground 
in divorces it is gaining in marriages 
at a rate that within 
a few 
years 
promises to elevate the marrying par­ 
son to a higher pinacle than the 
divorcing judge. 
In 1925 Nevada had 1,122 marriages 
which in 1926 jumped to 1,228 a gain 
of 108. Reno's share in 1925 was 513 
which had increased in 1926 to 558 a 
gain of 45 a bigger gain in marriages 
than loss in divorces. 
The last year was no exception. 
The trend has been about the same 
lor several years since Americans be­ 
gan flocking to Paris to do their di­ 
vorce shopping along with their shop­ 
ping for hats and lingerie.

Man Soon Able To Control Height, Looks, 
And Character By Chemistry, Says Prof. 


( Internal Jonal N e w s Service) 
PITTSBURGH. Kansas, July 22 — 
That man may some day be able to 
control his height, Improve his looks, 
increase his ability and make chara- 
ter w’hat it should be—all by means of 
chemistry—was forecast in an address 
before the Kansas State Teachers 
college here by Dr. Edwin E. Slosson, 
scientist and writer. 
“Hitherto the chemist has confined 
himself to the humble task of provid­ 


ing the conveniences of life,” Dr. Slos­ 
son said. ”In the future he may gain 
control of life itself. 
He may mold 
stature and character as the sculptor 
molds his clay.” 
Explaining th at the attractive or 
repellent qualities in personality are 
due to minute amounts of certain 
chemical compounds called horomones 
in the blood. Dr. Slosson said th at 
these hormones and vita mines wdll 
some day be manufactured in the 
chemist’s laboratory.

CHICAGO, July 22—Gold digging 
and profiteering in the divorce courts 
may be stopped by the organization 
of half a hundred of Chicago’s rebels, 
men who say that the present laws 
prescribe that they shall pay and pay 
and pay. These men have organized 
an alimony club by means of which 
they intend to take the fight against 
the divorce gold diggers into their 
own camp, the divorce court. 
Among the founders of the club is 
a woman who said that she was work­ 
ing to help her husband pay an al­ 
lowance to his former wife, who is 
spending it in riotous living. 
Another man is paying alimony to 
a former wife who is working and 
making more than he is; while yet 
another of the charter members says 
that the money which he is paying is 
being used to support another man. 
The rank and file of the club in­ 
cludes a man who said that he had 
dodged 47 cities to avoid paying ali­ 
mony; one who said that his wife 
dosed his coffee with carbolic acid 
and then ran off with a neighbor; 
a man who invented a bullet proof 
vest after a set-to with his wife, and 
one who married a bigamist, who was 
collecting money from five ex-hus­ 
bands. 
The founders expect the club to be­ 
come a national organization, with 
established 
bureaus for preventing 
unfair divorces, for effecting recon­ 
ciliations and for other concomitant 
duties. 
As set forth in the by-laws, the 
duty of the club is to “create public 
sentiment, promote legislation and 
aid in the litigation to stop gold dig- 
ding, crooked attorneys, and framing 
detective agencies from profiteering 
in the divorce courts.”

“To advocate the modification or 
repeal of national and various state 
prohibition acts. 
“To advocate temperance in opposi­ 
tion to prohibition. 
“To publish articles with relation 
to repeal or modification of the pro­ 
hibition law of the nation and the 
various states.”

WASHINGTON, July 22.—W ith 697 
radio broadcasting stations 
on the 
air and interference still giving the 
listeners considerable

the 
Federal Radio commission has start­ 
ed a new campaign to encourage the j 
consolidation of existing stations. 
Virtually prevented from 
refusing 
licenses to existing stations which 
meet the 
requirements 
of the law 
through the im pairm ent of property 
rights the commission sees no so lu -! 
tion but to bring about a reduction of \ 
broadcasters through some unofficial t 
means. 
In addition to the existing stations 
more than 300 applications for new 
licenses are on file. The commission 
must consider these applications de­ 
spite the fact th at the 
89 available 
wave lengths are so crowded to over­ 
flowing. This consideration will start 
in August when members of the com­ 
mission return to W ashington after a 
nation wide survey of the radio situa­ 
tion. 
New Stations. 
The commission 
anticipates 
that 
many of the applicants 
can make j 
oeals with others contemplating erec­ 
tion of new stations for consolidations. 
1 Commissioner H. A. Bellows suggested j 
th at the commission would permit the 
use of several call letters for any 
station. Thus the expense of m ain­ 
tenance could be divided among several 
owners which would get the benefit oi 
the advertising arising from operation 
without overcrowding the air. 
Officials said th at there is some 
tendency in the direction of consoli­ 
dation although as yet the movement 
has not taken sufficient momentum 
to be the means of m aterial assist- j 
p.nee in eliminating interference. 
Applicants for licenses to operate 
new stations have been sent the fol­ 
lowing letter by the commission: 
“Receipt of your application for a 
construction permit to erect a new 
radio broadcasting station is ack­ 
nowledged, but the application is be­ 
ing held for the later attention of the 
commission after it has obtained ex­ 
perience with this new allocation of 
all existing stations now under care­ 
ful study. 
“As soon as experience has shown 
I hat the new allocation is fully ade­ 
quate for present stations, the com­ 
mission will consider the possibility 
of fitting in additional new' stations. 
Renting Stations. 
“Meanwhile your attentiion is di­ 
rected to the unanimous attitude of 
the commission that in territories al­ 
ready served with radio, the construc­ 
tion of additional broadcasting sta­ 
tions should be discouraged in every 
way—this is in the public interest. 
“As you must be aware there is al­ 
ready a great shortage of radio chan­ 
nels in every section of the country 
with the consequent improbability of 
securing adequate channels for a new 
station when finished. The commis­ 
sioners are in each case recommend­ 
ing th a t persons contemplating build­ 
ing a new station first investigate the 
| possibility of utilizing time on some 
I existing local or nearby station. 
! 
“Considerable economy can be ef­ 
fected by renting time from or pur­ 
chasing an Interest in an existing sta­ 
tion as compared with building a new 
one. When the existing station is not 
adequate for the new purposes it usu­ 
ally follows th a t with additional re­ 
sources competent staff and equip- 
I ment the local station can be put on 
a new' plane of performance.”

Hundreds of men are confined in 
the county Jail here for refusal to 
obey court alimony orders. 
The current discussions began with 
the court action of Dr. Vernon B. 
Cooley, a Chicago dentist, w’ho pre- 


j sented a petition asking that he be 
! freed from his alimony payments on 
the grounds his former wife was liv­ 
ing an immoral life. His petition set 
forth that his wife refused to marry 
an unnamed man with whom he al- 
j leged she was residing because such a 
marriage would terminate her ali­ 
mony. 
A judge in the superior court ruled 
| that a wife's actions after a divorce 
have no bearing upon the financial 
obligation of the former husband.

Missouri Courts 
Uphold New Law 
For Cigarette Tas

KANSAS 
CITY. 
Mo., July 22 — 
Kansas Cityans 
soon 
will be re­ 
quired to pay a tax of 20 per cent 
on their cigarets, according to a de­ 
cision rendered by the supreme court 
of Missouri. The city council passed 
an ordinaire* April V . last, impos­ 
ing the 20 per cent tax and requir­ 
ing retailers of cigarets to pay a reg­ 
istration fee of $1. 
The tax was 
paid for several days. 
; 
Following the passage of the or­ 
dinance, a group of druggists filed a 
mandamus suit against Charles W. 
Regan, city clerk, to compel the clerk 
, to receive notice of their intention to 
circulate referendum petitions against 
the ordinance. 
The supreme court 
held that the ordinance is an emer­ 
gency measure under provisions of 
the city charter and therefore not 
subject to a referendum vote by the 
people. The court declared that the 
druggists in seeking the mandamus to 
compel the referendum on the act 
conceded its constitutionality, 
“While we have no right to con­ 
strue a law by our view , of its expe- I 
diency, we can take that feature in- j 
to consideration in attempting to as­ 
certain what 
was 
the 
legislative 
mind,” Judge J. T. White wrote In 
the majority opinion. 
“Kansas City would be in severe 
financial straits if every occupation 
tax could be held up by a referen- j 
dum,” the Judge said.

Japan’s “48 Dolls” 
To Have Palace 


( international New« Service) 
TOKIO, July 22— The 
48 
dolls, 
representing the states of the United 
States, which w’ere sent to Japan a*s 
messengers of friendship from school 
children of America, are to live in an 
“Imperial Palace” all their own. The 
palace is to be especially designed 
and built under orders from the Em­ 
press of Japan. 
The problem of housing the dolls 
was perplexing authorities of the De­ 
partment of Education, due to the 
fact that the department still 
is 
housed in temporary buildings erect­ 
ed after the earthquake of 1923 When ! 
the Empress heard of the difficulty, 
however, she proposed to have a spe­ 
cial palace built for them. 
It is planned to erect a wooden 
building, modelled along the lines of 
the Imperial Palace at Tokio, built 
and furnished entirely in Japanese 
style. In this palace the 48 dolls will 
be housed, together with Japanese 
host-dolis which will be provided by 
the Empress. The palace will be pro­ 
vided with all the toys and play­ 
things which make children happy.
